It 
is the desire and firm be- 
lief of the owners of 
Ashbourne, Sutherland 
and Brown-Forman Ex- 
perimental farms that the 
cattle from this and future 
sales will prove profitable for their new owners and will 
advance the cause of an improved livestock agriculture. 
Kentucky is a natural beef cattle habitat. Its soil, of 
a limestone base, produces a nutritious blue grass ideal 
for beef cattle development. Like the farmers of other re- 
gions, Kentuckians are learning that pasture and ef- 
ficient utilization of roughages is more profitable than 
inefficient row cropping and consequent erosion.

Kentucky is a natural center for Shorthorn seed stock 
improvement. Its Shorthorn history dates to 1785 with 
the Patton importations. Recent history provides a more 
clear idea of Kentucky's role in the future of our breed. 
Much of the credit for this can be given The Kentucky 
Shorthorn Breeders’ Association whose recent state sales 
have been second to none. It is our aim, through these 
annual sales, to provide further impetus towards the goal 
of retaining for Kentucky the name “cradle of the breed.” 

Two factors were uppermost in our minds in the 
establishment of The Browns of Kentucky herds... the 
quality of the cattle and the quality of the men who would 
direct the farm operations. The selection of Dan Cox as 
manager of Sutherland Farms was the first step in this 
direction. As the eastern field representative for the 


American Shorthorn Breeders’ Association he was instru- 
mental in the establishment of many of the best herds 
of that area. Wallace Campbell, manager of the Brown- 
Forman Experimental Farm, needs no introduction to the 
industry. As a manager and part owner of Maxwalton 
Farms he developed one of the breed’s greatest nurseries. 
In Dan Cox and Wallace Campbell, we not only have 


managers of proven ability, but men re- 
vered and respected by all who know 
them. 


Raymond Wilborn, who is the man- 
ager of Ashbourne farms, fits ideally 
into this pattern. He is assisted by Har- 
old Schroeder, herdsman, a young man 
who has proved his ability as a good 
cattleman. 


We have also been highly pleased 
that many members of the Brown-Forman 
organization have felt that the farms were 
also partly their “babies”. Among these 
is Jim King, a young executive with a 
livestock background, who is developing 
an ever-widening circle of friends in the 
business and who is enjoying every 
minute of it. 


The stock bulls in service are de- 
scribed elsewhere in this catalog. It is 
sufficient to say that in Sni-A-Bar Ran- 
dolph, Prince William 15th, and Hick- 
ories Ransom 9th we have sires that have 
lived up to their illustrious show records. 
We have endeavored to select our fe- 
males with the greatest care. Although 
each herd is operated as a separate unit, 
the herd bulls are interchanged.
